The suit alleges tliat die 
trio "v-ithout a search warrant 
or court order, armed

weapons, drinking al c o ho l i c 
beverages and being in a state 
of intoxicationN entered 
tile 
Arias home. 
It further alleg­ 
es that Mrs. Arias, who v\ as 
two months pregnant at the 


time, was tole the three ti a d 


"orders from tile boss” to kill 


or dispose of two hogs on her 
property. 


They refused to show Mrs. 


Arias a warrant or court order 
for their actions, the suit a l ­ 
leges, because they said they 
did not need one. 


The suit claims Mrs. Arias 
and other bystanders were ask­ 
ed to shoot the animals, 
and 
when they refused, the defen­ 


dants killed one hog. 


Besides the property loss, 
the suit contends Mrs. A r i a s 
went into a "state of shock" 


and suf f ered complications 


during her pregnancy. 


Plaintiffs seek $500 for two 
hogs. damages of $5000, and 


exemplary damages of $10,- 


000 in addition to costs.

Unlike the present machine upon whicli an 
operator types out a message, the new unit u­ 


tilizes a typewriter keyboard which punches a 
tape. 


An address code is entered in tile machine 


and the tape fed into it. 
V\ hen the line is o- 
pen to tile addressee, die machine automatic­ 
ally begins sending the message, reading o ff 
the punched tape. 


The machine w ill also spot errors and stop 
die tape. 


Hitzfelder said die current teletype 
ma - 
chine costs the county $100 monday. 
Cost of 


the new machine w ill be SISO monthly. How - 


ever, the Alamo Area Council of Governments 
w ill pay 60 per cent of the cost, tile l ounty 
paying 40 per cent. 


The sheriff said the new machine w ill pro­ 
vide faster and cheaper communication than 
the old teletype which was i n s t a l l e d about 
1965.

In the summer of 
1 8 66, 


Seco Smith and John Elam 


were working on stockpens on 
Seco Creek just below the old 


Sunset Railroad crossing. Rol- 


ley M iller came down with 


provisions for his son, J a c k , 
Ambrose Crane, George John­ 
son, Charles Richter, and W il­ 


liam Wagner, who were hunt­ 


ing and branding cattle. 
Mr. Richter startea na e * 
towards home, accompanied 
by old man Miller, 
but re­ 
turned shortly shouting t hat 


tile re were I n d i a n s up the 
creek with a large dr o v e of 


horses. 
Tile men quickly mounted 


up and went in pursuit. 
Th e 
Indians were soon overtaken 


and found to have 40 head of 
horses b e l o n g i n g to Judge 


Harper, who had a ranch over 


on tile Hondo. 
So much dust 
was kicked up by the

the odds at sLx to 
one, the 


men had to approach the I n- 
dian with great care to keep 
from being killed. 
As soon as 
someone would expose h i rn - 


ie lf, trying to spot the Indian, 
an arrow would come in quick 
flight and some nar r ow es­ 


capes were made. 
Shortly the I n d i a n was 


wounded and he dropped h is 
bow, not being able to shoot 
it. 
Although wounded 
and 
unable to use his bow, he con­ 


tinued to carry on the f i g h t 
by throwing rocks at the cow­ 
boys. 
Finally Ambrose Crane, 


who was a very tall men and 


could see over the brush and 


tall grass, caught a glimpse of 
the brave, and shot him with 
a pistol. 
Many shots were 
now fired as the men charged 
in with their six-shooters. The 
Comanche now badly wound­ 
ed became desperate, left his 
cove, and charged the crowd 


of white men. 
Shots met him 
at every side and lie soon sank 
down and died--a bu tc he r - 


knife clutched in his hand. 
In all he had been shot 


five times in the 
body and 
once in the arm. 
Seco d e s ­ 
cribed the Indian as being a 
very fine brave, stout looking 
and appeared to be about 45 


years of age. 


Roily M iller and a v e r y 
old man who had followed the 


boys, scalped tile dead brave, 
and his body was left wile re it 
fell. Jack M iller ga ve 
the 
Indian a parting stab with 
a 


knife as he left the t h i c k e t . 


Possibly he had in mi nd the 
dead and mutilated bodies of 
a son and brother.
